DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the newly 
amended paragraphs 44 and 47 contain new matter. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The amendment filed 1/3/06 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material, 
which is not supported by the original disclosure, is as follows: the newly amended 
paragraphs 44 and 47 contain subject matter not originally supported by the 
specification. Subject matter including, but not limited to, the "eccentrically concentrated 
ballast rails," the shaped charge given "any angular orientation," and the "perforation 
axis... may be predetermined" have not been shown to be supported by the original 
specification. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 10-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
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which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims include subject matter supported 
by newly added material in the specification (see paragraph 2 above). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
6,865,978. 

US'978 discloses an apparatus that includes a light weight shaped charge 
element 324 formed without base casement for operative seating within a loading tube 
310 socket. 

7. Claims 31 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US 6,520,258. 

US'258 discloses an apparatus that includes a light weight shaped charge 
element 526 formed with a light weight base casement 525 for operative seating within 
a loading tube 520 socket. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-9 and 35 are allowed. 

9. Claims 32 and 33 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-35 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
